Given the charges of “pay to play” politics 
against former Gov Rod Blago jevich, it 
seems almost therapeutic: You can now bet 
on Blago’s fate. 

“With public speculation swirling out of 
control and people searching for answers,” 
the online betting service betus.com informs 
us, the folks there have been gracious enough 
to post odds and accept wagers “on the 
shamed governor’s future.” 

Apparently, wagering is brisk. 

“The page views alone have hit the million 
mark,” said Reed Richards, spokesman for 
betus.com. “We’ve had close to 5,000 people 
throw down on it.” 

Word of warning: The best choice may 
be to keep your credit card right where it is. 
Although it’s a largely ignored federal law, the 
Unlawful Internet Gambling Enforcement 
Act prohibits US. financial institutions from 
transferring funds for online gambling, with 
some exceptions. The safest bets are that 
Blago will serve prison time and that he’ll 
begin serving time after Dec. 30.

Two seats and you’re out? 

United Airlines may bump severely over- 
weight passengers from sold-out flights. 

Starting Wednesday, passengers who are 
too large to fit comfortably in a coach seat 
will be required to buy a second ticket or 
upgrade to business class, where seats are 
larger, if United’s flight attendants can’t 
find two open seats for them. 

The Chicago-based carrier said it 
decided to adopt the tougher policy after 
receiving more than 700 complaints last 
year from passengers “who did not have a 
comfortable flight because the person next 
to them infringed on their seat,” spokes- 
woman Robin Urbanski said. 

Most US. airlines spell out similar rules 
in a legal document called the “contract 
of carriage” that establishes services and 
charges for flights, airline analysts said. 

Southwest Airlines requires passengers 
who can’t comfortably lower their arm- 
rests to purchase tickets for two adjacent 
seats. Southwest will refund the cost of the 
second seat if a flight isn’t sold out. 

Passenger issues of weight and proxim- 
ity have become more sensitive in recent 
years as flights have become fuller. But 
as airlines adopt or toughen policies for 
obese passengers, some question how they 


can enforce such measures fairly 

“How do you eyeball someone and 
decide they’re not going to fit?” said avia- 
tion consultant Robert Mann, president of 
R.W Mann & Co. “From a knees-to-seat- 
back perspective, I don’t fit. I’m 6 feet 4 
inches. It’s reached the point where it’s 
essentially impossible to sit in coach and 
have the person in front of you recline.” 

United’s flight attendants, who will have

the delicate task of enforcing the new poli- 
cy, have traditionally sought to accommo- 
date, free of charge, passengers who spill 
over their seats. 

That hasn’t changed. 

“We’ll first try to reaccommodate you on 
another seat on the flight,” Urbanski said. 
“If the flight is full, and that’s not often the 
case these days, you’ll be bumped from the 
flight.”

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Pace 
express 
bus gets 
green light

The Chicago region’s first truly express 
buses will debut early next year, darting 
past traffic by using the left shoulders of 
Interstate Highway 55 between the Loop 
and the southwest suburbs, transit offi- 
cials said Wednesday 
The idea is to 


draw commuters 
out of their cars 
and into buses 
traveling unim- 
peded by conges- 
tion on bus-only 
lanes at the speed 
of passenger 
trains. 

In addition to 
much lower costs 
than building 
new rail lines, the 
anticipated bene- 
fits include fewer 
cars on the road 
tying up traffic, 
causing pollution 
and wasting the 
time of drivers 
stuck in conges- 
tion, the officials 
said. 

The new ser- 
vice, operated by 
Pace, is scheduled 
to begin no later 
than spring 2010 
and run initially 
during rush peri- 
ods. There will be 

limited stops from the Bolingbrook area in 
Will County to a terminus as far east as the 
Dan Ryan Expressway or Lake Shore Drive, 
according to the Regional Transportation 
Authority which plans to hold a meeting 
announcing the plan on Thursday 

The I-55 corridor (Stevenson 
Expressway) was chosen for the RTA’s 
demonstration project of a premium bus 
rapid transit service because no major 
infrastructure improvements are needed 
and numerous segments of the highway 
rank as the most congested in the region, 
said Leanne Redden, RTA senior deputy 
executive director of strategic planning 
and regional programs. 


WHYNOTCTA? 

The CTA had 
planned to test 
bus-only lanes on 
four city corridors 
beginning this 
year, but the Daley 
administration 
forfeited a 
$153 million 
federal grant in 
January that was 
supposed to fund 
the project and 
pay for new buses 
and bus rapid 
transit stations. 
The loss of the 
federal money was 
caused by the city 
missing a deadline 
to approve a 
congestion-pricing 
ordinance aimed 
at discouraging 
driving in the 
central business 
district during 
peak hours by 
raising fees and 
taxes at parking 
garages and lots.

CHICAGO’S IS JUST ONE OF MANY RALLIES AROUND NATION ON TAX DAY

Protesters in downtown Chicago and other 
cities throughout Illinois on Wednesday 
joined a nationwide series of rallies modeled 
after the original Boston Tea Party 

They chose the income tax filing deadline 
to express their displeasure with govern- 
ment spending since President Obama took 
office. 

In Chicago, the crowd cheered, waved 
American flags and chanted “USA! USA! 
USA!” as speakers talked about high taxes and 
government bailouts. 

Laura Kotelman, 37, a Chicago business 
developer, said Cook County’s high sales 
taxes brought her out for the protest. 

Shoppers in Chicago pay a cumulative 10.25 
percent levy— the highest of any major US. 
city 

“It’s a huge burden on regular people,” said 
Kotelman, who says she will sometimes shop 
in the suburbs and Wisconsin to avoid the 
levy “People are out of work and the everyday 
things they need to buy are being taxed.” 


OBAMAS MADE $2.7 MILLION IN ’08 

President Obama and his wife Michelle, 
millionaires from his best-selling books, 
made $2.7 million last year and paid just 
under one-third of their adjusted income 
in federal taxes. While the income, mostly 
his, was far more than the U.S. median 
household income of about $50,000, it was 
quite a decrease from the $4.2 million the 
Obamas made in 2007. ap 

Ronald Boetto said he drove 75 miles from 
Marseilles to participate in the Chicago rally 

“What made this country great is capital- 
ism and we’re moving away from that direc- 
tion,” he said. 

Angel Garcia, 32, an investigator from 
Chicago, held a sign that said, “No more bail- 
outs! No new taxes!” 

“I’m still young enough that these policies 
will affect us for generations to come,” Garcia 
said. “I hope politicians will listen and see 
that we’re serious.” 


Stroger wants 
tax rollback but 
can’t say how 

Cook County Board President Todd 
Stroger, who faces re-election next year, 
announced Wednesday he wants to scale 
back the major county sales tax increase 
he pushed through last year by a quarter 
of a percentage point— but can’t explain 
how he would replace lost revenue 
through federal stimulus money 

Stroger wants to decrease the county’s 
sales tax rate from 1.75 percent to 1.5 per- 
cent. At a news conference, Stroger said 
federal stimulus package dollars would 
make it possible. 

Pressed to explain how exactly stimu- 
lus dollars would replace sales tax reve- 
nue, Stroger replied that he had “no hard 
numbers” because the county continues

Visitors move through 
shadowy spaces depicting death 
and destruction until they suddenly 
encounter a catde car. Emerging on 
the other side into brightness, they 
learn how a single person can make 
a difference, 

“Having people walk through a museum and 
cry and leave is not enough,” said J,B, Pritzker, 
capital campaign chairman, describing its mis- 
sion to educate youngsters about overcoming 
hatred and indifference, 

“People say, ‘It's such a depressing topic,'” he 
said, “It is also incredibly life-affirming,” 

The $45 million center in Skokie officially 
opens Sunday with former President Bill Clinton 
and Nobel Prize winner and Holocaust survivor 


Elie Wiesel as the featured speak- 
ers. 

The museum, which covers 
65,000 square feet, includes per- 
manent exhibits with hundreds of 
artifacts, most collected over the 
past decade from local residents. 
Among them are Nuremberg Trial 
transcripts, a ghetto work permit, 
a tattered suitcase and engagement 
shawl, along with the stories of the people who 
owned them. 

The museum features an art gallery, interac- 
tive children's learning center for ages 8-11 and 
an architectural feature, the “Eountain of the 
Righteous,” which honors those who risked 
death to help Nazi victims, A resource center 
will contain recorded testimonies of more than 
2,000 Holocaust survivors provided by Steven 
Spielberg's Survivor of the Shoah Visual History 
Eoundation,

In the last week. Greater Grand Crossing 
logged its fifth homicide since January while 
Morgan Park saw its fourth. 

A 35-year-old Bellwood woman was found 
dead in a car trunk last Wednesday night 
near 68th and State Streets in Greater Grand 
Crossing. On Tuesday, a 20-year-old Robbins 
man was shot and killed in Morgan Park. 

Overall, there were five homicides this 
past week and 14 so far in April, according 
to a Red Eye analysis of preliminary police 
information.

Somali pirates: We will hunt 
Americans, 'slaughter them’ 


J MOMBASA» Kenya Somali pirates 
vowed to hunt down American 
ships and kill their sailors Wednesday and 
French forces detained ii other hijackers 
in a high-seas raid, raising tensions a day 
after an abortive attack on a U,S. freighter 
loaded with food aid. 

Pirates fired grenades and automat- 
ic weapons at the Liberty Sun, but its 
American crew successfully blockaded 
themselves inside the engine room. The 
ship was damaged in Tuesda/s attack but 
escaped and was heading to Kenya under 
U,S, Navy guard, 

A pirate whose gang attacked the 
aid ship admitted Wednesday that his 
group was targeting American ships and 
sailors. 


“We will seek out the Americans and if 
we capture them we will slaughter them,” 
said a 25-year-old pirate based in the Somali 
port of Harardhere who gave only his first 
name, Ismail, 

The move comes after U,S, Navy sharp- 
shooters killed three pirates Sunday to 
win the release of a hijacked American sea 
captain, Richard Phillips of the Maersk 
Alabama, 

The French forces, meanwhile, launched 
an early morning attack on a pirate ship 
after spotting it Tuesday with a surveil- 
lance helicopter and observing the pirates 
overnight. The raid thwarted the bandits’ 
planned attack on the Liberian cargo 
ship Safmarine Asia, the French Defense 
Ministry said.

7TH HEAVEN? 

Bulls lose chance to secure No. 6 playoff spot 


The Bulls were looking for a playoff 
tuneup. Instead, they got pounded. 

Shawn Marion scored a season-high 
34 points, Chris Bosh set one with 19 
rebounds while scoring 21, and the 
Toronto Raptors closed their season 
by beating the listless Bulls 109-98 on 
Wednesday to snap Chicago’s season- 
high five-game win streak. 

The Bulls needed a win or a loss by 
Philadelphia to lock up the sixth seed in 
the Eastern Conference and a first-round 
matchup with Ehvight Howard and the 
Orlando Magic. Neither happened, and 
the Bulls will face Boston in the first 
round. 

Then again, either opponent figures to 
give them fits. The Bulls had won 12 of 15 
but stumbled badly against a team that 
never got going following two straight 
playoff appearances. Even so, the Bulls 
are in a much better place than they were 


a year ago— or even two months ago. 

They struggled for much of the season 
after missing the playoffs last year, yet 
they’re back in the postseason for the 
fourth time in five years. So they’ll take 
that. 

What they can’t afford are more 
performances like this. 

The Bulls fell behind by 20 early in 
the second quarter before pulling within 
three, but trailed 61-49 at the half after 
a late surge by Toronto. The Bulls never 
threatened in the second half and ended 
the season with just their second home 
loss in 16 games. 

Derrick Rose had a solid game, 
finishing with 20 points and ii assists, 
while Ben Gordon scored 23. Joakim 
Noah added 17 points and nine rebounds, 
but the Bulls couldn’t keep Bosh and 
Marion off the glass. The result was a 57- 
40 rebounding edge for the Raptors.

Bridgeport basics

Tacos rank right up with pizza 
and burgers as the fast-food 
staples most often froofed-up, 
reinvented and remarketed as 
high-end. The result is a torti- 
lla-wrapped spectrum ranging 
from $2 skirt steak tacos at 
your neighborhood taqueria 
to $12 interpretations— com- 
plete with mango salsa and a $15 mar- 
garita on the side — at the sit-down a few 
miles away 

But what if you just want a happy 
medium: straightforward Mexican food 
in a casual setting at a decent price? Tacos 
Erendira has been Bridgeport's answer to 
that question for 42 years. 

Much has changed since the 
Canaryville-based Solis family opened 
the counter-service Mexican spot in 1967, 
Four years ago, they moved Erendira 
from its original location on 35th Street 
to a larger storefront on Halsted Street, 

A casual dining area now occupies the 
space, a bright room dotted with paint-

ings and vintage artifacts collected by sec- 
ond-generation co-owner 
Gabriel Solis, (If the name 
sounds familiar, it might 
be because a third gen- 
eration of the Solis family 
is set to open organic- 
focused breakfast and 
lunch spot Nana just a bit 
farther south on Halsted 
Street in early May) 

Gabriel Solis and his three sib- 
lings have been managing Erendira, 
which was founded by their father, 
for two decades. Though they took 
it through an expansion and a few 
decor changes, two things haven't 
wavered over the years: the food 
and the value. 

No wonder the budget-friendly 
tacos al pastor have developed 
such word-of-mouth popularity 
Boiled, then fried with garlic and 
salt, the juicy pork tacos, topped 
with onions and cilantro, are 
paired with rice and beans for 


a complete meal ($6,75), Equally filling and 
just as inexpensive is Erendira's torta ($4), 
With generous portions of chicken, cho- 
rizo, ground beef or pork stuffed between 
slices of an 8 -inch roll, it's one of the biggest 
sandwiches we've seen for the money, Wksh 
down dinner with a large horchata (rice 
water) for $1,75, It's not some fancy, piled-on 
remix— just a well-done version of a classic,

When talking about 
his latest album, Elliot 
Matsu brings up his 
feelings a lot. He says 
songwriting, for him, 
begins with an urge to 
amplify those emotions. 

“'You begin thinking about what {song] you 
want to hear at that moment {of emotion], 
and usually you can’t find it.

Although Matsu cut off 
his party-in-the-back a long 
time ago, he has dedicated 
an entire section of h i s 
Web site bio to 
it. His songs, 
too, contain 
traces of 
heavy metal 
because 
they remain 
guitar-driven 
but with a softer edge. 

“I still love Iron 
Maiden,” he said. “It’s 
still in heavy rotation 
in my iPod.”

Personality and friendship are critical to 
every facet of Deadstockaudio. 

The indie rock act was formed in 
2007 when Adam Gardner and David 
Avram— friends since preschool— start- 
ed working on material together. But 
filling out the ranks with a drummer 
and guitarist was difficult, Avram said. 

“Whenever you talk about an origi- 
nal project, it’s a little bit more difficult 
... for a lot of musicians,” he said. “It’s 
more important upfront to make the 
bread, you know, to pay the bills.” 

Eventually, Gardner’s college buddy, 
Nate Greene, signed on as drummer 
and Jesse Cryderman joined as guitarist. 

“We just clicked,” Avram said. “Beyond being able to play togeth- 
er well, personalities are so important. Just having a good hang 


between everybody, the fact that it’s fun to be with and play with 
everybody is very important.” 

It wasn’t long before the band was ready to record. Band mem- 
bers, who wanted to make a connection with their producer and 
recording studio, headed to IV Lab. 

“The personality of the guys who run it was perfect,” Avram said. 
“They genuinely care about the product that the bands they work 
with put out.” 

Thanks to that level of personal connection, he said, the record- 
ing engineer was able to get “a lot more out of us as musicians than 
he would have had we been at any of the other studios.” 

That focus on personal bonds and shared experiences played a 
key role in the album’s content as well. The theme of the group’s 
eponymous debut, released in Eebruary centers on the value of 
friendship. 

“Most of the songs have something to do with either friendship, or 
love, or our view on the world,” Avram said. “It’s kind of about how 
no matter what you get yourself into, or how old you get, it’s never 
too late to take a step back and figure out exactly who you are.”

As for fall, “I was inspired by Egypt and 
Egyptian artifacts,” he said. The colors reflect 
that theme: Sandy browns, khakis and camel 
shades abound.

One thing Siriano loves about his line is that 
it’s made up of separates and dresses. 

“Though there are a lot of separates, they all 
have a look,” he said, adding that he designs for 
varied customers such as Whoopi Goldberg 
and the Pussycat Dolls.

One new venture for Siriano is in the shoe 
department. All the models at the Lumen 
show stomped down the runway in shoes from 
Siriano’s collaborative line with Payless that 
launches in the fall. The sky-high platforms can 
only be described as fierce, in bold aqua blue 
leather with buckles and straps. It has been 
reported that the shoes will retail for $25- $45. 

“I’m really just trying to build a brand,” 
Siriano said. “The line has really grown so 
much. I’m doing makeup soon, and the Payless 
line.

Frugality is the new black. Throw in the terms “eco-friendly” and 
“healthier,” and the result is a trifecta of hip. 

Who knew packing a lunch could symbolize so much? 

“It’s every penny counts,” says Kevin Wehr, an assistant 
professor of sociology at California State University, Sacramento. 
“It’s expensive to go out to eat, and when people have fewer 
dollars in their pockets, it’s a cheap and easy way to reduce 
expenses.” 

American adults carried 8.5 billion lunches from home in 
2007, the most recent figure available, according to the NPD 
Group consumer market research firm. More than half were 
eaten at work, mostly right there on top of desks. And although 
sandwiches still are the most-packed item— 40 percent of 
lunches include them— there are easy ways to keep lunch from 
being the old standby PB&J. “There’s no question Americans are 
carrying more lunches from their homes than they were at the 
beginning of this decade,” says Harry Balzer, NPD Group vice 
president. “It’s the cheapest way to feed ourselves.”

Lunch tips 

» Anything perishable that will 
be kept at room temperature for 
more than two hours should be 
packed with ice. Frozen fruit or 
juice can serve as edible or drink- 
able ice packs. 

» Room temperature, moisture 
and protein are the three feeders 
of bacteria. Dry hot food on racks 
and pat dry with a paper towel to 
reduce moisture before packing 
in containers. 

» If time is an issue, make a 
week’s worth of sandwiches 
over the weekend, put them 
in the freezer, and take one to 
work each day. They will thaw by 
lunchtime. Pack moist vegetables 
or condiments separately to keep 
bread from turning soggy. 

» Create a lunch pool with four 
people at work. Each person 
packs five lunches to share one 
day a week. 

» Repurpose plastic condiment 
cups for salad dressings and dips. 
» Invest in reusable lunch contain- 
ers. There is a variety in different 
shapes, sizes, designs and materi- 
als: plastic, glass and stainless steel.
